How to use

If you have ever watched someone 
crochet and been fascinated by the 
darting movement of the hook and the 
speed with which the work grows you 

may want to try it for yourself. | know it's a 
cliché, but it's much easier than it looks! 
You only have to learn a few simple 
techniques to be able to make some of the 
smaller items in this collection. All are 
designed with the beginner in mind and at 
the same time to be desirable gifts for 
yourself or others. 

Don't be put off if your first attempts are 
mis-sized or misshapen. Just exoeriment 
with yarn and hook sizes until you feel 
relaxed and can make the right sort of 
fabric naturally and easily. It's a great 
feeling to be a crochet diva! 


This book is divided into four chapters: Chain, Slip 
Stitch and Single Crochet; Double Crochet; Shaping; 
and Special Effects. The twenty-four projects are 
graded from very, very easy through to those which 
require a few more skills. They are all explained with 
instructions that follow the usual conventions, 
although abbreviations have been kept to a minimum. 
These row-by-row and round-by-round instructions 
are supplemented with pictures of the work in 
progress. The workshop illustrates the basics. If any 
additional help is needed the end flaps provide an 
instant reminder. 
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A comprehensive workshop section at the 
beginning of the book features both diagrams 

and photographs, so you can see exactly what to 
do. Easy-to-follow text will teach you all the

WORKSHOP: 


Getting started 


Very few materials are necessary and you 
probably already have some items, such 
as a tape measure and small scissors 

A blunt-pointed tapestry needle is essential 
if you are not to split the yarn when sewing 
pleces together. 

Crochet hooks are of different weights as 
well as sizes, depending on the materials 
they're made from, It's a good idea to nave 
a selection of sizes so that you can choose 
the hook that gives you the right gauge and 
fabric with the yarn you are using 

Choice of yarn is a most important factor 
and using the yarn specified for the project 
will eliminate some uncertainty. Othenwise, 
choose good quality, smooth but not 
slippery yarn, preferably in a natural fiber. 
Above all, be preoared to experiment 


Bl Holding the hook 

For most flexibility hold the hook like a pencil, then 
you can use your wrist as well as your fingers to 
manipulate it. You'll need to rotate it slightly, as well 
as push and pull. Holding the flattened portion gives 
the right balance. If the pencil grip isn't comfortable, 
try holding the hook overhand like a knife. 





Bi Holding the yarn 

In the opposite hand the yarn should be threaded 
through your fingers so that it can be controlled 
evenly. This hand will also be holding the work as it 
progresses. There are several ways to hold the yarn. 
My method is to simply take it over my first three 
fingers and under my little finger. Many people prefer 
to put more ‘brake’ on the yarn by taking it around 
the little finger. Some thread it under and over other 
fingers, but all hold the second finger slightly aloft. 





This is essential to hold the yarn fairly taut, ready for 
Seoking. You will have found the best method for you 
sehen the yarn is moving easily through your fingers. 


B Making a slip knot

G Yarn over hook 

This is the action used in all crochet stitches. The 
term implies wrapping the yarn around the hook, 
but in fact the yarn is held taut and the hook 
manipulated under and over the yarn to catch and 
then pull it. 





Holding the slip knot between thumb and index 
finger, with the yarn threaded between your fingers 
as shown in holding the yarn B, ftex your hook 
hand so that the shaft of the hook goes under the 
yarn from front to back - or left to right- and then 
over it to catch the yarn in the hook. Pull the hooked 
yarn through the loop already on the hook and you 
will have made a chain. Repeat this action to make a 
length of chain. This is explained in detail on the 
following page. 


Bi Slitches 

You now have the basic skills to make any crochet 
stitch. Chain, slip stitch, single crochet and double 
crochet are explained in the following pages of the 
Workshop section. Combinations of these stitches for 
special effects are explained in the instructions for 
the projects. All stitches start and finish with a loop 
on the hook.

WORKSHOP 


8 Chain 

Chain is a loop or series of loops which can be used 
as the foundation of a piece of crochet, as the first 
stitch of a row or as part of a stitch pattern. 


Having made a slip knot 
B, take the yarn over 
the hook QJ, then gently 
pull the yarn through the 
loop on the hook without 
tightening it too much, 
This makes one chain. 








Repeating these actions makes a length of chain. The 
front of the chain isa series of V shapes (see below 
left), whereas the formation of the back is more 
difficult to distinguish. It’s always the front that is 
worked into and the hook inserted under the top two 
of the three strands that make up a chain. 
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Slip stitch 

Because it's simply a loop pulled through, in the 
same way as chain, a slip stitch has no height. It's 
usually used to join chain into a ring or as an 
invisible join in a stitch pattern. 


Insert the hook in the 
chain or stitch, taking it 
under the two top strands 
of the chain or stitch. 
Take the yarn over the 
hook (see left) and pull it 
through both the chain 
or stitch and the loop on 
the hook. One slip stitch 
has been made. 


Bi Making stitches 

Always insert the hook in the top two strands of a 
chain or stitch unless the instructions in the pattern 
state otherwise. 


Ei Chain ring 


To join a length of chain into a ring with a slip stitch, 


insert the hook in the first chain, yarn over hook then 


pull the yarn through 
both the chain and the 
loop on the hook. 
Achain ring makes a 
base for crochet worked 
in rounds, with the 
stitches made into the 
space in the center, not 
into the chain itself. 





@ Single crochet 

This is a short stitch which makes a solid fabric 
when used alone and is a component of many 
stitch patterns. 








1 When working into a 
chain, skip one chain 
(unless instructed 
otherwise), insert the hook 
in the next chain, yarn 
over hook, pull the yarn 
through the chain to make 
two loops on the hook. 


2 Yarn over hook and pull 
the yarn through both 
loops on the hook. 


This completes a single 
crochet, which is the 
second stitch of the 
row, the first being the 
skipped chain. 


Double 
crochet 

This is a taller stitch 
which is even more 
versatile for patterning 
than single crochet. 


1 When working into a 
chain, yarn over hook, skip 
three chains, insert the 
hook in the next chain.

2Yarn over hook and pull 
the yarn through the 
chain to make three 
loops on the hook, 


3 Yarn over hook and pull 
the yarn through the first 
two loops on the hook. 


4 Yarn over hook and pull

This completes a double 
crochet, which is the 
second stitch of the row, 
the first being the three 
skipped chains.

This illustration above shows double crochet with the 
three chains at the beginning of the row serving as 
the first stitch, making eight stitches altogether. 

To build up to the right height at the beginning of the 
second and subsequent rows the appropriate number 





of chains must be made to serve as the first stitch — 
one fora single crochet, three for a double crochet, as 
shown above. These chains are also included in a 
stitch count as one stitch. 










The last stitch of the second and subsequent rows 
will be made in the chain which formed the first 
stitch of the previous row, as shown above. 

(In this book the beginnings and ends of rows are 
fully explained in the instructions). 


When making the second stitch of a row be sure to 
insert the hook in the next stitch after the chain 
which serves as the first stitch, Because crochet 
stitches are not symmetrical it’s easy to insert the 
hook in the stitch immediately below, unintentionally 
making an increase. 


The illustration at left shows where the second stitch 
should be made. 


When turning from one row to the next always turn 
the crochet in the same direction. 


WORKSHOP 


fH Gauge 

Gauge is the number of stitches and rows to a 

given measurement. It's essential that your crochet 
matches the gauge given if the finished size is to 

be correct, Size isn't critical with many of the 
projects in this book but it's still a good idea to check 
your gauge before you begin. 

Make a gauge swatch about an inch larger in each 
direction than the gauge measurement. Insert pins to 
mark the number of stitches (and rows) given in the 
gauge and then measure the distance between the

pins (see above). If the measurement doesn't match 
that in the instructions a larger or smaller hook 
should be used to achieve the correct result. 


Rounds 

Working in rounds means the crochet is all worked 
on the right side and isn't turned over, so a ‘round’ 
can even be square. 

There are two methods of working rounds: 

1 After a chain ring B has been made, chains 
make the first stitch of the first round, then stitches 
are made into the ring and the last stitch is joined to

and no chains starting the next, the rounds will be 





continuous with no sign of a join (as shown in the 
single crochet sample above) but there will be a ‘step’ 
at the end. 


With continuous rounds, a marker will be needed to 
keep count of stitches and rounds. 


Markers 
The simplest way to mark rounds is to use a length 
of contrast yarn. Leaving the ends hanging, lay it 

from front to back or vice versa between the last

stitch of one round and the first stitch of the next, 
It will look like a running stitch (see above). On 
completion, pull it out and discard it. 


GB Slip ring 

An alternative way to start crochet in the round is 
with a slip ring. This pulls up tight in the center 
but is perhaps a little trickier than a chain ring for 
a beginner. Here it’s shown as the basis of a round 
of double crochet.

Increasing 

Increasing can be done at either the beginning or the 
end ofa row, The principle is the same for both single 
crochet and double crochet. 





The first diagram above shows where the new stitch 
is made at the beginning of a row of double crochet. 





The second diagram shows where two stitches are 
made at the end of the row.

Decreasing 

Decreasing a stitch is a little trickier as two stitches 
must be gathered together. This is done by working half 
astitch into each of two adjacent stitches and then 
completing them as one. 





For example, to decrease one stitch in single crochet: * 
insert the hook in the next stitch, yarn over hook, pull 
the yarn through; 





repeat from *, making three loops on the hook, yarn 
over hook, pull the yarn through all three loops. 





A double-crochet decrease is worked on the same 


principle, but with the additional wraps and loops of 
that stitch. 


Reading instructions 

The language of crochet looks mystifying at first, 
but this is mainly because abbreviations are used. 
Shortening the instructions makes it easier for you to 
find your place. You'll quickly learn that ch is chain, 
sc is single crochet, and you'll have no difficulty 
following instructions. 

Asterisks and brackets are there to help. 

An asterisk (*) is simply a marker indicating a point 
from which a group of instructions is to be repeated. 
Square brackets also indicate a repeat - in this case, 
the number of repeats is stated after the brackets. 
Round brackets indicate a group of stitches to be 
worked together. 


Joining new yarn 

This is usually done at the beginning or end of a row 
but it can thicken a seam, so if the crochet is fairly 
close-textured it can be done mid-stitch and mid- 
row. Simply leave a short end of the first yarn then, 
leaving a short end of the new yarn, carry on, After a 
stitch or two you will be able to pull the two ends to 
close up any gap and then join them with a reef knot. 
After completion, undo the knot if it's bulky or leave it 
if it's not obtrusive, and ‘darn in’ the ends. 

To join new yarn in a new place, for example when 
starting an edging, hold the yarn behind the work, 
insert the hook and pull a loop through, yarn over 
hook and pull it through the loop on the hook.

Continue working single crochet in pairs 
of stitches in this way (see below left). If a firmer join 
is required the same method can be used, but 
inserting the hook under both strands of each stitch. 


Finishing 

Most of these projects will need light pressing to 
make sure they are the correct size and shape, and to 
give a smooth finish. Lay the item out right side 
down on a clean padded surface, such as an ironing 
board, and pin out to shape, with pins at every 2.5cm 
(lin) all around the edge. For pinning out or holding 
edges together use long quilting pins which won't get 
lost in the crochet. Make sure lines of stitches are 
straight and measure each piece to check it is the 
correct size. You can stretch or ease a piece to adjust 
it slightly, Press on the wrong side with a warm iron, 
using steam if it's advised on the yarn ball band. 
Before joining motifs, square up squares and pin 
everything out to size and shape as described above. 
If you are working with lots of motifs of the same 
size, a good way of making sure they are identical is 
to draw a template with a waterproof pen on a piece 
of plain fabric, and pin them out using this as a 
guide. Steam or press each motif with a damp cloth 
according to the instructions on the ball band, then 
leave to dry before joining together. Large and open 
pieces of crochet may droop, but if you crochet 
seams together using the same yarn used for the 
project, as described in joining with single crochet 
BB, the seams will give in proportion to the rest of 
the work. Lastly, darn in any ends. 


& Dam in ends 

To darn in use a tapestry needle to weave each end 
invisibly into nearby stitches. End with a back stitch 
and snip off the end close to the crochet. 





Chain, slip stitch, 
and single crochet 


The six designs in this section require only the most 
minimal skills, so if you are a beginner you will need to 
practice first, but you should soon be able to make 
something. If you're unhappy with the way the project is 
turning out just unravel and start again. This sounds like 
brutal advice but it's better not to persevere hoping that a 
mistake will correct itself and then be disappointed. That 


way, you're learning and you're in control!
